So when did you guys get started? 


Rider: We got started years ago. We're 
happening now and a this future looks 
pretty bleak.

We're here to change 
the world, we feel it's coming down in 
a big, fast boom. That's what shell 
shock is about right now, that's what 
we're about. Cause we're trying to do 
what we can where we're at. Our songs 
have a message of freedom, of indivdual 
freedom that's not conformity we're 
not trying to start a religion or a 
government.
